Garden Checklist
1. This week is an important one in the care 

of gift plants. Give them plenty of water and an 
occasional airing outside the stuffiness of a heated 
room Don't sot out in frost however.

2. You jot color in two seasons of the year 
from the flowering Japanese Cherries. In spring, 
their blooms burst forth in a spectacular salute 
to that season, while in fall, before they shed Iheir 
leaves, they lake on fall hues in vivid and lovely 
shades. Plant them now during the bareroot sea 
ion.

3. A trcllised row or two of black berries can 
provide a year-round treat for (he home gardener 
For the several weeks in summer when thev are 
loaded with fruit, they provide fresh berries dailv 
and in quanity. The excess can be harvested for 
Jams and jellies or frozen for use when the vines 
are not producing. Ask your nurseryman about 
the best design for a blaik berry trellis.

4. Pots standing in dishes should be checked 
during wet weather to insure that no excess water 
is left to damage the plant.

5. The deciduous gaucer magnolias are one of 
the most colorful contributors to the garden in 
rarly spring. Their cups of bloom usually white 
with varying degrees of purple -are borne in such 
profusion as to cover the tree or shrub entirely 
before the foliage arrives. Slow growing, thev will 
fit into pocket-size situations in practically any 
garden.
